AIRMEN TO MAKE 
SEARCH FOR THEM 


Pair Planning Buenos Aires 
Flight Thought to Have 
Made Forced Landing in 


Fog.

HARRISBURG, Pa., Jan, 6.—Six 
planes will take off here as soon 
as weather conditions permit to 
search for Mrs. Ruth Stewart of 
St. Louis and Mrs. Debie Stanford 
of Indianapolis, who are unreport- 
ed on a flight from Pittsburg, Pa., 
to New York. 

The white monoplane in which 
the women were flying was last 
sighted late yesterday afternoon 
over Sterrett ae 15 miles north 
of here, by W. Gentry Shelton of 
St. Louis, flying a plane in which 
Mr. and Mrs. William F. Woerner, 
parents of Mrs, Stewart, were pas- 
sengers. 

On landing here last night Shel- 

ton reported that both ships went 
into a fog over the gap and, when 
he emerged, the other plane had 
disappeared. 
- It is thought probable that Mrs. 
Stewart, who was at the -controls, 
and her companion made a forced 
landing in an isolated section, and 
have been unable to communicate 
with airport officials. On the other 
hand, there is some apprehension 
as to their safety. 

Shelton did not wait for the 

weather to clear, setting out alone 
in a plane. He returned after two 
hours without having sighted the 
missing ship. He reported that 
flying conditions in the vicinity of 
Sterrett’s Gap, a deep cut in the 
mountain chain, were poor, afford- 
ing little opportunity to examine 
the terrain carefully. He plans an- 
other flight later in the day. 
' A similar report was made by 
Pilot Dick Loehner of this city, 
following a short flight in the vi- 
cinity of the gap. 

Ground searchers, led by Deputy 
Sheriffs, were augmented. by 
troopers of the Pennsylvania Na- 
tional Guard, who are riding over 
sections of Cumberland and Perry 
counties. 

A constant chéck of Eastern air- 
ports last night and today failed 
to provide any trace of the women 
flyers. Their plane, which left 
Pittsburg at 11:30 a. m. yesterday, 
carried fuel sufficient to keep them 
in the air about 20 hours.

trial Museum testified to his civic 
helpfulness. His work as a dollar 
a& year man in the World War and 
a gift of $1,000,000 in 1913 to the 
Council of Grain Exchanges for re 
search work in crop improvement, 
were evidences of his patriotism. 
In 1923 the Sears-Roebuck <Agri- 
cultural Research Foundation was 
established as a step in actual farm 
relief through scientific marketing. 
Butfhis delight was in helpful phi- 


lanthropy. 
“Charity,” Mr. Rosenwald said, 
“is the one. pleasure that never 


wears out.” 

His known benefactions totaled 
around $25,000,000. When in 1922 
he reached three score years, he 
celebrated his birthday by giving 
away $687,500. 

He was a firm believer in giving 
so that the living would be bene- 
fited. Foundations designed to aid 
future generations did not appeal 
to him and he often cited perpetui- 
ties which had outlived their use- 
fulness but could not be changed 
legally despite the fact that their 
funds were idle and their capital 
increasing. 
His interest in the Negro was 
aroused by Booker T. Washington, 
Negro educator and head of Tuske- 
gee Institute. From donations to 
the institute, the interest developed 
into a campaign for primary and 
secondary schools for Negroes. 

The Rosenwald Fund. 
Negroes and whites co-operated, 
state and county governments 
agreed to operate the schools and 
the program grew so that in 1917 
the Rosenwald: Fund was estab- 
lished in Chicago. For the first 
10 years Mr. Rosenwald personally 
directed this work. In 1928, how- 
ever, he became chairman of the 
fund’s board of directors and ac- 
tive management was placed in the 
hands of a full time staff. 
More than $5,000,000 had been 
devoted to the work by the end of 
1930 and 5075 schools for Negro 
children, housed in clean, modern, 
airy buildings, dotted the Southern 
states from Maryland to Texas. 
Establishment in Chicago of the 
first Negro Y. M. C. A. was largely 
through Mr. Rosenwald’s. efforts. 
After several years of successful 
operation of the institution, he 
made a standing offer of $26,000 
to any city which would raise 
$125,000 for a similar Christian 
As a result 
more than $625,000 was given by 
him for such buildings in many 
cities. 
Mr. Rosenwald’s Jewish charities 
were more direct and larger than 
his Negro benefactions. He spent 
$5,000,000 to help put Russian 
Jewish farmers back on land in the 
Crimea after they had been dispos- 
sessed in other sections of Russia. 
Other hundreds of thousands were 
given to similar Jewish~coloniza- 
tion plans, alithough he never be- 
lieved in the Zionist movement for 
establishing a Jewish homeland in 
Paléstine. 

Other Help for Jews. 
In February, 1921, Mr. Rose»r- 
wald headed a committee of 256 
Jews who visited the stricken peo- 
ples of Europe. This was in prep- 
aration for a campaign conducted 
by the American Jewish Relief 
Committee which brought $14,000,- 
000 in contributions. 
He subsequently gave $1,000,009 
for Jewish relief and colonization 
in Europe, subscribed $5,000,000 to 
the American-Jewish Joint Agri- 
cultural Corporation, gave $5,000,- 
000 to the Jewish Theological Sem- 
inary as a memorial to Louis Mar- 
shall, noted lawyer, and aided fi- 
nanciglly libraries and museums of 
the Near East. 
He received the Gottheil medal 
of Zeta Beta Tau, national Jewish 
college fraternity, for the greatest 
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service to Jewry in 1928, and the

same year he received the Harmon 
Foundation award for his services 
in improving the relations between 
white people and Negroes, 

He also was credited for the 
union of American Hebrew congre- 
gations, although many of these 
congregations were the target of 
his criticism when he charged ex- 
travagant use of wine under the 
guise of religion. 

Mr. Rosenwald was. born in a 
house close to the old home of 
Abraham Lincoln in Springfield, 
Ill., Aug. 12, 1862, and was one of 
five children. His two brothers and 
two sisters reside in Chicago. The 
mother of the family, Mrs. Augusta 
Rosenwald, died there on Feb. 4, 
1921. She was born in Germany, 
came to America in 1853 and mar- 
ried Samuel R, Rosenwald in Bal- 
timore in 1857. 

Of his boyhood, Julius Rosen- 
wald often said: “I was uneducated 
in the public schools: 

From Springfield he went when 
16 to New York as a clerk in the 
clothing store of Hammerslough 
Brothers, conducted by his uncles. 
At 21 he opened a store of his own 
on Fifth avenue but it had indiffer- 
ent success. 

His next venture was partnership 
in Chicage with Julius Weil. Be- 
ginning in 1885 the firm manufac- 
tured clothing. In 1895 it became 
Rosenwald & Co., and sold mueh of 
its output to R. W. Sears, a mail 
order house. At that time Sears 
needed more capital and Mr, Ros- 
enwald bought.a half interest in 
the business for $70,000. A year 
later he became vice president and 
in 1910 when Mr. Sears died he 
was made president of the concern. 

By 1916 the half interest in Sears, 
Roebuck & Co. had become worth 
$150,000,000. 

Mr. Rosenwald established the 
revolutionary policy in the mail or- 
der business of refunding purchase 
money to dissatisfied customers 
without question. The wisdom of 
this step was attested by the growth 
of his house, From $11,000,000 in 
1900, the sales jumped to $50,000,- 
000 in 1906, to $100,000,000 in 1914 
and $270,000,000 in 1919. 

“A man who thinks much and 
talks lHttle—a man of action,” was 
a colleague’s description of the 
commercial leader who directed this 
growth of the new business giant. 


He Married Twice. 

Mr. Rosenwald was married 
twice. His first wife was Augusta 
Nusbaum of Chicago. She died in 
May, 1929, and the following Janh- 
ary he married the mother-in-law 
of his eldest son, Lessing Rosen- 
wald. She Was Mrs. Adelaide 
Goodkind, widow of a merchant % 
St. Paul, Minn. 

The wedding took place at the 
Lessing Rosenwald home near Phil- 
adelphia. By a prenuptial agree- 
ment Mrs. Goodkind-received $1,- 
000,000 and waived dower rights in 
the Rosenwald estate, 

Probably the most difficult 
period in his busy life came in the 
winter of 1921, when the post war 
deflation and business depression 
struck the mail order house. Sales

TO. HOUSE FROM 
NEW HAMPSHIRE 


William N. Rogers, Wet, 
Elected by Nearly 3000 
Majority in District Nor- 
mally Republican.

MANCHESTER, N. H., Jan. 6.— 


William N. Rogers of Wakefield, a 
wet Democrat, was elected to Con- 


‘lgress from the First New Hamp- 
‘Ishire District, normally Republican 


and represented by a dry since 
1925. 

He is the first Democrat to rep- 
resent the State in Congress in 10 
yéars and was the last of his party 
to serve in the House from New 
Hampshire. 

Former Governor John H. Bart- 
lett, his Republican opponent for 
the seat made vacant by the death 
of Fletcher Hale, received 24,505 
votes to 27,453 for Rogers. Laco- 
nia, home of Hale and a Republic- 
an stronghold, gave the Democratic 
candidate a small majority. 

Republicans and Democrats alike 
saw in Bartlett’s defeat a rebuff to 
the administration. 

Weather conditions played a part 
in the special election, as heavy 
snow and severe cold in the rural 
Republican strongholds kept many 
from the polls. 

Rogers, advocating repeal of pro- 

hibition and attacking the programs 
and policies of the Republican ad- 
ministration, received strong na- 
tional support from his party. In 
addition to Jouett Shouse, who at- 
tended the convention at which 
Rogers was nominated, Senator Da- 
vid I; Walsh and Gov. Joseph B. 
Ely of Massachusetts campaigned 
for him. 
Bartlett, aided by Senator George 
H. Moses and Gov. John G. Winant 
of his own state, made his cam- 
paign on a platform indorsing the 
Hoover administration and favor- 
ing a high tariff which, he said, 
would benefit greatly New Hamp- 
shire’s industries, particularly its 
shoe centers. 

The first attempt of Rogers for a 
seat in Congress was unsuccessful, 
but im 1922 he changed the nor- 
mally Republican majority of 15,- 
000 in the First District into a 
Democratic majority of more than 
6000 and subsequently went to 
Washington to become oné of the 
youngest members of the House of 
Representatives. He will be 40 on 
Jan. 10. He was defeated for re- 
election by Hale in 1924. 


RESOLUTION TO IMPEACH 
MELLON OFFERED IN HOUSE 


By the Aesociated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jah. 6.—A reso- 
lution seeking the impeachment of 
Secretary Mellon was introduced in 
the House today by Representative 
Patman (Dem.), Texas. 

“On my own responsibility,” Pat- 
man told the House, “I impeach 
Andrew W. Mellon of high crimes 
and misdemeanors.” 

The House sat silent as Patman 
spoke, facing the chamber crowded 
with, Representatives who had just 
answered a roll call, 

Patman based his charges on a 
statute of 1789 forbidding a Treas- 
ury head from engaging in com- 
merce. He said Mellon owned vot- 
ing stock in 300 corporations with 
combined assets of $3,000,000,000. 

“Since becoming Secretary, Mel- 
lon has been the owner, in whole 
or in part, of many sea vessels 
competing with other vessels in 
commerce,” the Texan said. “The 
Government will spend several mil- 
lion dollars on public buildings su- 
pervised by the office of the super- 
vising architect of the Treasury. 
Mellon is the principal owner of 
the Aluminum Co. of America. 
More aluminum now is used insthe 
construction of public buildings 
than ever before.” 

Patman’s resolution for the in- 
vestigation was referred to the 
House Judiciary Committee by a 
viva voce vote, 

Immediately afterward the House 
adjourned, no one answering the 
Patman accusations,

Issued Bulletin on Colombia, 


Jones related that James C. 
Corliss, his assistant, made an 
analysis in 1928 of the condition of 
Government finances in Colombia. 
He found them extremely precari- 
ous, and composed a bulletin giv- 
ing the facts. Nevertheless, two 
years later a syndicate composed of 
the National City Co., the Illinois 
Trust Co. and the First National 
Bank of Boston loaned $20,000,000 
ot Colombia.

Session With Banker Speyer. 

Earlier in the day the commit- 
tee had engaged in a colorful ses- 
sion with James Speyer, senior 
partner of the firm of Speyer & 
Co., at the close of which Speyer 
said he “wished to dissipate the 
general impression that interna- 
tional bankers have horns and 
hooves like the devil.” - 

“That’s true,” Johnson retorted, 
“but’ neither are you supermen. 
Three years ago you gentlemen 
were standing on a.pedestal, uni- 
versally admired and respected as 
economic geniuses and wizards of 
finance. Now you have. been 
stripped of all that, and everyone 
knows that you are. just ordinary 
people like the rest of us.” 

Speyer & Co., since the war, has 
participated in foreign bond issues 
totaling $568,000,000, 


Speyer, member of a family 
which has conducted banking 
houses in Europe and the United 
States for about a century, fave a 
picturesque recital of financing op- 
erations in many quarters of the 
globe. His firm sold securities to 
American investors of Greece, Hun- 
gary, Brazil, Bulgaria and many 
other foreign nations and foreign 
corporations. Some were good and 
some are in default. 


He said the total net profits of 
Speyer & Co. on all these post-war 
foreign loans was $1.806,000. He 
was the first banker to disclose his 
net profits to the committee. Oth- 
ers have insisted it was impossible 
to do more than give the “gross 
spread.”’ 


“Not So Good as All That.” 


Speyer fulfilled the popular con- 
ception of an international banker 
more completely than any who had 
preceded him. He is a little man, 
with a soft voice and broken ac- 
cent. He was garbed in black, with 
& wing collar, black stock tie and 
starched cuffs. 

Two members of his firm, Edgar 
and Herbert Speyer, live in Frank- 
fort-on-Main, Germany, where they 
conduct another banking establish- 
ment. The witness related that his 
father sold bonds in Europe before 
and after the Civil War to finance 
the building of American railroads. 
The name of Rothschilé occurred 
frequently in his testimony. 

“It is our practice to do business 
always with the leading bankers in 
each country where we operate,” 
he said. 

Speyer testified that, after the 
Great War, the Allies arranged for 
a $70,000,000 loan to Hungary, with 
the League of Nations supervising 
the expenditure of the money. 


Speyer & Co. took and solid $9,000,- 
000 of the bonds in this country. 
Thére was a “gross spread” of 7% 
per cent for those who handled the 
bonds. The word “profit” is taboo 
among international bankers. 

“No doubt,” said Senator John- 
son sardonically, “you were induced 
to handle these bonds because they 
were issued for an altruistic pur- 
pose.” 

“The loan was particularly at- 
tractive to us because the purpose 
was good,” Speyer replied, “but, if 
we hadn't thought we could make 
something, we wouldn’t have han- 
died them. We're not so good as 
all that.” 

“Excellent! exclaimed. Senator 
Johnson. “We've had an unusual 
number cf moralists on the stand 
in the last few days, and we ap- 
preciate your frankness.” 

“I do not know about those oth- 
ers, Senator, but us, we are business 
people,” was the smiling reply. 

“Did the League guarantee these 
bonds?’”” Johnson inquired. “No, 


}merely supervised the expenditure 


of the proceeds.” 
“The League,” snorted Senator

A Matter of Geography. 

“The bonds were not so easy to 
sell,” Speyer interjected, “because 
a majority of the pedple in this 
country don’t know where Senger? 
is.” 

“Considering their ignorance of 
geography, the Americans who 
bought these bonds must have been 
relying on you,” remarked Senator 
Gore. 

“We hope we have a good name, 
Senator, but I might also remark 
that the bonds bear a high inter- 
est rate,” smiled the little iron 
gray man in the witness chair. 

A moment later he spoke of the 
“continuing moral responsibility,” 
which his firm felt for the bonds 
sold by it. 

“It’s anxiety rather than respon- 
sibility, isn’t it?’’ Gore suggested 
dryly. Speyer stuck to his original 
phrase. 

“Well, the concrete results of 
your responsibility seem to be very 
slight,"’ said Gore. “I observe that 
some of the bonds you sold to the 
public at $80 are now quoted at 
$45.” 

“We didn’t pass all of them on 
to the public, Senator,” was the 
earnest reply. “I bought some. 
As a matter of fact, I don’t mind 
telling you that on the bonds held 
by me and members of my family, 
we have taken a depreciation of 
$1,457,000. We bought many of 
them in an effort to sustain the 
market, but we couldn’t stand 


against the world.”

Brown, co-founder of the Hal] & 
Brown Woodworking Machine Co., 
who died of the infirmities of age 
yesterday, will be held at the fam- 
ily residence, “Brown Oaks,” in 
Huntleigh Village at -2:30 tomorrow 
afternoon, with interment in Belle- 
fontaine Cemetery.

The Clothing Bureau, maintained 
by Citizens’ Committee on Relief 
and Employment at 2218 Locust 
street, supplied 29,000 persons with 
about 175,000 garments last year, 
according to figures compiled by 
Mrs. Irvin Bettman, chairman of 
the bureau. 

Established Jan. 19, 1931, as a 
central agency for meeting the 
clothing needs of relief organiza- 
tions, the bureau provides cloth- 
ing for applicants who present 
requisitions issued by the Provi- 
dent Association, Red Cross, Jew- 
ish Community Center, Salvation 
Army, Bureau for Homeless Men, 
and the Citizens’ Application Bu- 
rea. These organizations issued 
15,775 requisitions. 

The clothing bureau has a press-

STRONGER ZONING LAW 


General Council on Civic Needs 
Aims to Stop Promiscuous 
Amendments. 


Circulation of initiative petitions 
to revise the procedure for amend- 
ing the zoning law will be started 
by the General Council on Civic 
Needs at its quarterly meeting at 
the Melbourne Hotel Monday night. 

The revision, along lines advo- 
cated by the council for some time, 
is designed to overcome the prac- 
tice of promiscuous amendment of 
the zone regulations by the Board 


of Aldermen, Most of the numerous 
amendments of the law which have 
been passed by the Aldermen have 
been to permit erection of apart- 
ments in single-family districts or 
stores and filling stations in resi- 
dential zones, in spite of frequent 
objections by neighboring property 
owners. 

Under the proposed revision, a 
more effective form of notice will 
be given property owners concerned 
and official weight will be given 
their formal protests, 

At least 35,000 signatures of reg- 
istered voters are to be sought for 
the petitions. The Charter requires 
a minimum of 17,408 valid signa- 
tures for submission of the meas- 


the Aldermen do not pass it, the 
Election Board will submit it at 
the next regular election, or, if 
there are at least 24,371 valid sig- 
natures, that board will submit it 
at a special election. 

Petitions will be circulated 


through 138 civic, commercial and | 
improvement organizations repre- | 
sented in the General Council on | 
Civic Needs. A campaign organi- | 
zation, ineluding a man and a wom- | 
an leader in each ward and work- | 
ers for each precinct, has been| 
formed. Its personnel will be an-'| 
nounced upon completing the pe-| 
titions. | 

The revision ordinance was draft- | 
ed by the council’s Zoning Commit- | 
tee, Of which W. Scott Hancock, a'| 
lawyer, is chairman, along the lines | 
of the national uniform zoning act. | 
Luther Ely Smith, chairman of the | 
council, declared the measure would | 
not prevent zoning amendments | 
which are necessary and justified | 
by the city’s development, but | 
would give affected property own- 
ers opportunity to act before adop- 
tion of any amendment. 

Provision for public hearing by | 
the Board of Aldermen on any | 
zoning amendment is retained in 
the proposed ordinance, but it is | 
provided that at least 60 days be- 
fore a hearing a copy. of. the 
umendment involved shafl be sent 
by the board to the City Plan Com- | 
mission, sitting officially as _ the '! 
Zoning Commission, for recommen- 
dation and report. The commission 
then would give notice of the hear- | 
ing by registered mail to all proy.- | 
erty owners in the arca affected | 
and within 185 feet adjacent to the | 
area. Within 30 days after being 
informed of the amendment, the| 
commission would report to the 
Aldermen whether it ought to be 
adopted. | 

At least 15 days’ notice of the | 
hearing also would be published in | 
the City Journal or a newspaper. | 
In case of a formal protest by the | 
owners of at least 10 per cent of | 
the property involved or of at least 
10 per cent of the ownership in the | 
adjacent 185-foot strip, the Board | 
of Aldermen could adopt the 
amendment only by a three-fourths 
vote. Protests could be filed with 
either the board or the commis- |

Mottled Teeth 


HERE is a condition of the 

teeth known as mottling in 

which one finds the enamel 
stained white, yellow, «brown or 
b - 


These stains are due to an es- 
sential defect in the structure of 
the tooth affected. 


In the process Of discovering the 
Cause, and also the prevention of 
thiswilisfiguring condition ingenious 
use was made of several research 
methods, including animal experi- 
mentation. 


Mottling of the teeth was ob- 
served to affect persons living in 
a determined locality. One such 
locality was found in a mining 
town. 


Children living in this town were 
found to have mottled teeth, while 
those living in the surrounding ter- 
ritory did not show this condition. 


In studying the possible causes 
of this tooth defect suspicion .fell 
upon the community’s water sup- 
ply. 
At first water was drawn from* 
shallow wells. Later, as the popu- 
lation grew, this supply was inade- 
quate, and so deep wells were 
drilled. 


The deep water differed in taste 
from that drawn from the shallow 
wells, and many families continued 
to use spring water. 


Upon further investigation it was 
found that in all cases where the 
teeth were mottled well water had 
been used. Those using only shal. 
low well water of spring water 
na free from this defect. 

@ search then narrowed down 
to some imgredient in the water, 
and after much search suspicion 
fell upon a chemical substance 
found in the deep well water, and 
‘Si Scientifically termed fluorine. 

To test the validity of this sus- 
picion, the suspected water was 
evaporated down one-eighth of its 
original volume, and fed to rats. 
After a time it was found that the 
animals’ teeth were mottled. 

The suspicion was further 
clinched by producing similar mot- 
tling in the teeth of rats fed a diet
